Commonwealth of Massachusetts

To either Constable in the Town of Walpole 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify the inhabitants of Precinct 1 of the said 
Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections to meet in the 
Town Hall, in said Walpole, and the inhabitants\ of Precinct 2 
of the said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet 
in the East Walpole Fire Station, in said Town, on Monday, the 
first day of March, in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty, at six o’clock in the forenoon, to bring in their votes for 
the following officers, to wit: | 


Three Selectmen, who shall also be Overseers of the Poor; one 
Town Clerk; one Town Treasurer; one Collector of Taxes; one 
Tree Warden; three Constables; one Moderator; all for one year: 
One Assessor of Taxes, one Park Commissioner, one member of 
the Board of Health; two members of the School Committee; two 
members of the Public Library Trustees; one Water Commissioner, * 
all for three years; one Assessor of Taxes; for one year (to fill 
vacancy); one member of the Public Library Trustees, for one 
year (to fill vacancy).

THE POOR | 
Walpole, Mass., Dec. 31, 1920. 
To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Selectmen beg to submit the following Hep Ott for the year 
ending December 31st, 1920. All regular and several special 
meetings held which, with one or two exceptions, have been atten- 
ded by the full board. 


The Board organized as follows:—Timothy K. Delaney Chair- 
man, Henry W. Caldwell, Clerk, Richard H. Hennessey. 


Finances— 


During the past year, notes of the town amounting to $44,300.00 
were paid, $7,000.00 of this amount being the last payment on 
the East and ‘Short Street Loan of $42,999.00 issued in August 
1916. 


_ The total outstanding debt of the Town on December 31, 1920, 
is $361,759.08, divided as follows:

A complete report of the receipts and expenditures of the Town 
for the year ending December 31, 1920 will be found in the reports 
of the town accountant and town treasurer - which follow this 
report. 


Poor Department— 


The expenses of this department have been about the same 
as last year and we have succeeded in pveciae within the appro- 
priation of $14,505.00. 


We are boarding three inmates at the Canton Almshouse at 
satisfactory terms: 13 families are being aided by the town, 
besides 15 individuals who are boarded in private families or at 
institutions. Six of the families aided come under the provisions 


cam 
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of the Mother’s Aid Act whereby the town is reimbursed by the 
State for one-third of the expense. 


About $3,000.00 of the expenditures of this department is for 
aid rendered to persons in other cities and towns whose settle- 
ment was proved to be in Walpole. 


The Overseers have carefully investigated every application 
for aid and have used care and economy as much as possible. 


Quarterly visits as called for by the statutes were made and 
all legal provisions as stipulated in this department carefully 
adhered to. 


It.was difficult to obtain fuel for this department from the local 
dealers owing to scarcity and poor transportation on the rail- 
roads. Under the direction of the town engineer, 52 cords of wood 
were cut from the town lots at West Walpole, which will be de- 
livered as needed at a material saving for the town. Owing to 
the business depression we intend to open a new account where- 
by wood will be cut from these lots by citizens of the town, there- 
by furnishing employment until better business returns. This 
will mean a substantial saving in this department as otherwise 
financial aid would be necessary with no return to the treasury. 


The expenses of this department are always uncertain, but we 
would recommend that the same appropriation be made for the 
year 1921. 


Insurance— 


All boilers in the different buildings have been properly in- 
sured as arranged for last year. 


Insurance was carried on the New Bird School during the con- 
struction of same. The policies have been changed to cover 
- the building since its completion. | 


Town Hall— ; 


Following out the recommendations of last year, the hall, with 
the exception of the Judges’ room, has been thoroughly renovated. 
New lights, new curtain shades and poultry wire screens for pro- 
tection to curtains and windows while basket ball is being played, 
were placed in upper hall. Old shutters on windows were removed 
as they were being continually broken and incurring expense 
during the basket ball season. 


The repairs to hall were badly needed and we feel that the ex- 
pense for same to be fully justified. 


A new Ivers & Pond piano was purchased for $600.00. The 
appropriation was $750.00. We were allowed $50.00 on the 
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old Grand piano. In this account the $200.00 was used to offset 
the expense of installation of new lights. | 


It will be necessary to expend about $100.00 the coming year 
to repair slate on roof where a slight leak has developed recently. 


We recommend that an appropriation of $100.00 be raised to — 
put the Judges’s room in good shape. | 


Tool House— 


We trust that the committee which has been apppointed by 

the town will bring in definite plans for a tool house that shall be 
built for next year. The need of such a building is more urgent 
than ever. Much of our equipment is stored in buildings at the 
pumping station. <A few alterations were made in the basement 
of the Town Hall where small equipment and tools may be kept. 


Law— 


Orestes T. Doe served as Town Counsel during the year. There 
being no suits of any nature to prosecute or defend his bills for 
services rendered was practically negligible. 


Town Engineer— 


Mr. G. C. Brehm resigned as town engineer March Ist, 1920, 
to take a similar position at Waltham, Mass. Mr. W. B. Hale 
placed in charge as a foreman March 2. Mr. E. F. Durfee, ap- 
pointed Town Engineer April Ist. 


The work of the Highway Department, we believe, has been 
well done under Mr. Durfee’s Supervision. Co-operating with 
Mr. P. R. Allen, Tree Warden, Mr. Durfee is now taking care 
of the Tree and Moth Departments in all its branches. We 
believe that by combining departments of this nature that it 
will work to good advantage for the town. 


' 

The Engineer’s report will give details of the work accomplished 
during the year. Many small jobs, so-called left-overs, have 
been cleared up. We would refer particularly to fence on Wilson 
property. Front and Main Streets, also approaches to railroad 
bridge on West Street near residence of Luurtsema. 


So-called permanent construction continued on Common Street 
from R. R. bridge to Lake Avenue, also Massachusetts Avenue, 
and a short distance round to Stone Street. 


New cement sidewalk placed on easterly side of Common 
Street from Bridge to Clapp Street. This walk was carried over 
intersections at Charles and Beacon Streets at street level owing 
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to there not being much traffic to these short streets and the grade 
not suitable to conform strictly to plans of Town Planning Com- 
mittee for developments at points of this kind., The new walk 
where it joins the old was also laid to connect with same without 
interruption. The cement blocks are so laid that they may be 
removed intact to meet future. development. 


We believe in adhering to all plans for town improvement as 
prescribed by the Town Planning Committee. 


Nearly every street in the town has been marked with _a new 
type of street sign, same being badly needed as many of streets 
were unmarked. ; 


The appropriation voted for installation of sidewalk on Diamond 
Street did not cover land damages. Damages to the amount of 
$500.00 were claimed by Mr. A.. O’Donoghue, who had purchased 
the O’Brion house on this street.. The Selectmen appointed ‘a 
competent committee to appraise the damage, said committee 
being unanimous in their finding that the claim was a Just one, 
the Selectmen concurring. . 


We recommend that this amount be appropriated at the annual 
meeting. 


With the plans as outlined for 1921 a very favorable show- 
ing should be obtained in the work of the Highway Department. 


Street Lighting— 


Nine lights have been installed on Winter Street, four lights 
on High Plain Street, one light on clock in square at South Wal- 
pole, one light at entrance to Hermitage, off East Walpole Square, 
one light at junction of Moose Hill Road and Old Post Road off 
Pleasant Street and three lights on Stone Street to be burned 
only during the skating season to illuminate the skating park. 


It is proposed to place one additiondl light of 250 candle power 
near drinking fountain at Walpole Centre, which will complete 
the lighting of this square. Two red globes placed on each ex- 
isting light both sides of Main Street R. R. bridge. Much favorable 
comment has been expressed in regard to these red globes and we 
believe the possibility of accident at this point will be greatly 
reduced thereby. 


The candle power of seven lights from Plimpton corner to Town 
Hall increased from 80C. P. to 250 C. P., from Town Hall to junc- 
tion of Main and Common Streets, six lights from 80 C. P. to 
Bs SO 


We have been duly notified that the ten year contract with the 
Edison Company expires. April Ist, 1921. We understand that 


\ 
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the said company is not renewing this form of contract. This 
matter will come before the new Board of Selectmen at that time. 


Some of our townspeople have been unable to secure house 
lighting service account of too excessive installation charge as 
set forth by the Edison Co. We have had this matter up with 
the Company several times, but are informed that an installation of 
this kind must be sanctioned by the Public Utility Commission. 
This phase of the lighting question should be taken up by the new 
Board the coming year. 


Telephone— 


Officials of the Telephone Company state that the common 
battery system of telephoning will be in use about April Ist, 1921. 
The old telephone building will be removed from our Main Street 
shortly afterwards., The sidewalk may then be continued around 
to Stone Street, which will..greatly improve the appearance of 
this locality. 


Perambulation of Town Lines— 


As prescribed by law, the Selectmen of Medfield and Walpole 
perambulated the boundary between said towns December 18, 
1920. ‘This was the only boundary line due to perambulate this 
year. 


Boston Post Cane— 


On September 24th, 1920, the Selectmen visited Mr. Henry 
E. Achorn, East Walpole, and presented him with the Boston 
Post Gold Headed Cane, he being: the oldest citizen, according to 
the records, in the town. 


The former holder of ‘the cane, Mr. Henry G. Scherer, died 
April 10th, 1920, age 93. 


Police Department— 

The same regular officers served the town up to about October 
Ist, 1920, as the year previous. Thomas P. Leonard,- Chief; 
Wiliam P. Crowley, Captain; East Walpole, Levi Mattocks, 
Patrolman, Centre. Mr. Crowley died October 22, 1920. He 
had served the town faithfully and efficiently for nearly a score 
of years. Mr. P. J. Burns, a Special Officer, was appointed to 
fill vacancy occasioned by death of Mr. Crowley. 


About the same number of special officers appointed as last 
year. The rate per day for the specials was increased from $3.00 
to $4.00. The salary of the Chief of Police was also increased 
$250.00 a year. ‘This department is yet underpaid when compared 
with like neighboring towns. 
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Special Officers cover Kast Walpole from four P. M. until 7 
P. M., when the regular Officer reports and is on duty until five 
A. M. 


Many requests have come to the Selectmen recently to place 
an additional officer at the Centre, thereby having police protection 
while the Chief was engaged at court or other work along police 
duty lines. The increasing automobile traffic and the numerous 
holdups etc., tend to warrant the additional officer. We recom- 
mend that provision be made for this officer in the the police bud- 
get for next year. 


Transportation— 


This has been a rather uncertain problem owing to the large 
amount of money being required to purchase the N. & B. St. Ry. 
A public subscription of $44,000.00 was guaranteed. The de- 
mands of the sale being approximately $70,000.00. Therefore, 
we have continued to take advantage of the Auto Bus line ser- 
vice with Mr. Hastings through a verbal permit and have secured 
the patrons by a ten and twenty thousand dollar policy against 
~ accident. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank the citizens and especially the 
heads of departments for their co-operation and good will in the 
conduct of the affairs of the town the past year.

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REPORT OF PARK BOARD FOR THE YEAR 1920. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The appropriation for park purposes was only sufficient to 
maintain public parks and playgrounds for the year 1920. No 
attempt has been made toward development this year. The, 
members of the Park Board deemed it unwise to ask for any ap- 
propriation at this time other than that necessary for general 
upkeep. The statement as to how the money was spent is on file 
with the Towm Accountant. 


It has been the consistent policy of the Park Board for a series 
of years to gradually develop the playgrounds to each school. 
It has been the feeling of the Park Board that playgrounds were 
of the greatest importance. During the past few years an ade- 
quate playground, as far as land is concerned, has been acquired 
adjoining every school. These grounds have been developed 
to a reasonable degree. 


The time has come when the Park Board firmly believes that 
the maintenance of play grounds and school grounds would 
be far better taken care of under the supervision of the School 
Committee. During the past few years a considerable amount 
of planting of shrubs and trees was completed around the school 
buildings. Particularly this is true at the East Walpole, the Plimp- 
ton and High School grounds. When this planting was put in, 
it was the expectation of the Park Board that some plan could 
be devised by which the children of the school once a year could 
give necessary attention to the shrubbery; that in this way, in 
connection perhaps with some nature study, two birds would be 
killed with one stone—instruction could be given and the shrubbery 
would be taken care of. Nothing developed along these lines, 
but it is still the hope of the Park Board that sometling may 
be evolved. 


Having developed the grounds to a point where they are all 
usable, it is now the belief of the Park Board that the develop- 
ment of outdoor instruction will lead to the necessity for further 
playground development, and this should be directly under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of Schools. 


For this reason, and because the Park Board feels that the work 
of upkeep could be much more inexpensively done for the town 
under the supervision of the School Committee, the Board strongy 
is in favor of the responsibility for upkeep being transferred from 
the Park Board to the School Committee. 


As far as improvement of park area is concerned, beyond the 
amount of work that some day should be done to carry out the 
comprehensive plans submitted by the Town planning Commit- 
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tee and accepted by the Park Board, there are two prospects 
of development: first, Walpole Central Park, which was acquired 
some years ago; and second, the Walpole Town Forest area ad- 
joining the High School grounds. 


The Park Board is convinced of the practicability of a future 
town forest, and believes that more citizens of the town will under- 
stand what possibilities there might be in a town forest as time 
goes on. 


A large part of the area has been planted with seedlings. It 
- will be some years before any vigorously interesting results will 
be seen. Though a certain amount of work should be done toward 
cutting down brush where it interferes with certain of the plant- 
ing, particularly adjoining the paths that have been cut out follow- 
ing the plan for its complete development as submitted. by the 
Town Planning Committee, there is little more that need be done 
until the whole question is taken up more actively. A small 
‘amount spent each year, however, would be well repaid to the 
citizens of the town as time goes on. : 


It is the belief of the Park Board that more land could be ac- 
quired to increase this future forest, and it is hoped that as time 
goes on this may be developed toward such a town forest as would 
compare to some of the developments in this country and abroad. © 
A town forest can not: only be a source of income, but a source of 
great enjoyment and education as a public domain. 


As far as the Walpole Central Park is concerned, a plan for de- 
velopment which was approved some years ago Has been before the 
Board, and a small amount of work has been done toward its fu- 
ture completion. In front of the Stone School a filling has been 
made on the area that is to be a playground and baseball field 
for the Stone School. This is now the only school in the town 
which has not sufficiently adequate playground facilities. It has 
* been consistent with the policy of the Park Board that the first 
step toward development of the Walpole Central Park has been 
toward the development of this playground. In addition to this 
a ceertain amount of filling has been made in one of the main 
future road areas, but all work stopped this year and last, due 
to inadequate appropriation. The Park Board did not feel that 
the tax rate would incline the citizens of the town to appropriate 
anything for further development. It is the belief of the Park 
Board that if a small amount could be done each year toward com- 
pletion of this park, that in the course of a few years a surpris- 
ingly substantial step forward could be made. 


For next year we hope to be able to secure sufficient interest 
to carry on some constructive work at the Central Park, and 
very conservatively do a little more than it has’ been possible 
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to do at the Town Forest area toward its gradual development

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN AND LOCAL MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the early part of this year due to the absence in a Hos- 
pital of Mr. George H. Kingsbury who, for a great many years 
has very faithfully served the town in the matter of moth work 
and trees, it was necessary to have a change in the supervision 
of this work. It was therefore recommended to your Board that 
this work be combined under the supervision of the Town En- 
gineer acting as Deputy Superintendent for balance of year This 
combination has worked out very well. 


I therefore recommend that you appoint the Town Engineer, 
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as Superintendent of Moths. It reduces one more department 
and is the logical and natural thing to do. 


Work was considerably delayed this year on the tree spraying 
owing to our inability to get the necessary repairs made on the 
spraying outfit. It was found that the pump had to be rebuilt 
and the engine completely overhauled and by the time the pump 
was ready the spraying season was about over. 


I cannot urge too strongly that property owners get creosote 
and paint the nests in the Winter. Call at the Town Engineer’s 
office and get your creosote. While it seems a large task, if taken 
at once and something done at odd times, it is not too big a job 
and it all counts in the fight against the pests. One daub of the 
brush on a gypsy moth nest will kill from 300 to 500 caterpillars 
and where the painting can be easily done it is the most effec- 
tive way of exterminating the pest.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


To the H onorable Board of Selectmen: 
Walpole, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the following report of the expenditures of the 
Highway Department for the year together with my recommen- 
dations for the budget for the year of 1921. | 


I wish to call your attention to the fact that a large part of 
the money spent this year was under the supervision of your 
former engineer in his endeavor to keep the roads open during 
the snow storms of last winter. Also to the fact that everything 
necessary for the department increased about 100 per cent. Road 
oils going from 7 cents to 15 cents, all labor and team hire ad- 
vanced to the highest point ever paid by this town. 


Iivery effort has been made to keep within the appropriations 
and at the same time to complete the work as contemplated. This 
has been possible by the loyal co-operation of the department, 
by the manufacturers and others, special mention should be made 
of Bird & Son, L. F. Fales, Multibestos Co., Water Department, 
William Jarvis, P. A. Ginley and the Town of North Attleboro. 


By combining the Moth Department with the Highway it has 
made it possible for us to keep a nucleus of our department. Through 
the winter months as time goes on you will see the great advan- 
tage of this move. This gives your superintendent a chance to 
build up a force of permanent men who will be well trained in 
road building and with these men the department can be expanded 
or contracted at will without loseing any of its efficiency. 


Stone Crusher 


Owing to the small amount appropriated for permanent road 
work and the shortage of labor it was thought cheaper to buy 
our stone crushed and delivered than to try to operate the town 
crushing plant. 


Drains 


All catch basins together with the culvers, and other drains 
have been kept clean. Several new basins have been added, the 
_cost of which is shown under that head. The cost of keeping the 
drainage open is shown under PATROLS as it was attended to 
by them in most cases.

NOTE:—The County Commissioners agreed to give the Town 
$2,000.00 towards the Common Street construction. This 
fund will not be available until January 15th. The Board 
of Selectmen authorized the Engineer to draw against this

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Patrols ~ 


This year the patrol system of maintaining the outlying roads 
was organized, one in West Walpole, one in South Walpole, one 
in the north end and one covering East Walpole and the Center. 
These were supplemented by the tractor, the roads first being 
_ dragged by the tractor the patrols then raking off the stone and 
repairing the surface as best they could with the limited time. 


The work was rather disappointing this year on account of the 
bad condition of the roads and the lack of funds to keep sup- 
plied with material. We hope to overcome this difficulty this 
next year. 


You will find a complete detail of the proposed change under 
my recommendations for the year 1921. In this connection you 
will note a lack of detail cost for small repair jobs done this year, 
the reason for this being that most of them were attended to by the 
patrol and were charged under that head.

REPORT OF TOWN PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


At the annual Town Meeting held March 2, 1914 it was Voted: 
that the Town accept as the official Town Plan of Walpole the 
report and Town Plan submitted by the Town Planning Com- 
mittee and instruct the Selectmen to’ carry out all future Town 
improvements in general conformity with the Town Plan. 


It was also Voted at the same meeting that: the Town instruct 
the Selectmen to refer to the Town Planning Committee for ap- 
proval or disapproval all plans for the locations, erection or al- 
teration of public buildings in the Town and all plans for laying 
out new streets or alteration in widths, grades or extensions of 
existing streets, and when plans are disapproved by the Town 
Planning Committee, to refer said plans to the voters for action 
at a Town Meeting before executing such plans. 


Thus it will be seen that a good foundation has been laid for 
the proper development of Walpole’s future growth along common 
sense lines. Many features contained in the General Plan calling 
for a considerable outlay, must of necessity wait until financial 
conditions warrant their execution. We can, however, without 
delay and little expense proceed with the laying out of street 
widths and the establishing of building lines. 


We strongly recommend that our Board of Selectmen proceed 
accordingly without further delay. The economic loss due to 
lack of foresight, resulting in haphazard growth, in our towns 
and cities, has been tremendous. 
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The machinery is all placed for the carrying out of these all 
important provisions. It rests with the Board of Selectmen to 
set 1t in motion. 


There is no more important work for the year 1921 than to carry 
through what is in fact at the very foundation of Town Planning, 
the proper survey of the street situation.

REPORT OF ENGINEERS OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


We respectfully submit to you the annual report of the En- 
gineers of the Fire Department for the year ending December 
31, 1920. 


The Fire Department has responded to 21 box alarms and 8 
still alarms, 6 of these box alarms were false alarms and 5 were 
for auto trucks. We have laid 4,950 feet of hose and raised 315 
feet of ladder. Apparatus travelled 102 miles.

Apparatus: 


The International Combination Chemical and Hose re the 
Center Fire Station is fairly well suited for the work called for 
in this Town although it is slightly overloaded with equipment. 


The horse drawn hook and ladder is in good condition ‘but, 
of course, is now behind the times and is very slow in answering 
even the ‘boxes located in the Center. It is necessar y to have the 
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East Walpole motor drawn hook and ladder answer calls that 
are more than a mile from the Center station. We would recom- 
mend a tractor to be attached to this piece of apparatus. 


The Kissel Car at East Walpole is not only unsuited for a com- 
bination chemicals and hose, but is very dangerous for those who 
have to ride on it. It will not stand the weight of necessary equip- 
ment and is very unreliable, costing the Town several hundred 
dollars every year for repairs. We would recommend in its place 
a new combination chemical and hose of some type which would 
carry the necessary equipment and be safe to run in any sort of 
weather. We do not mean by this a large piece of apparatus, 
as this Board does not believe in a heavy triple combination pump- 
ing engine and chemical such as has been previously recommen- 


ded. 


It would perhaps be possible to use the Kissel Car to good ad- 
vantage on forest fires, as this work does not require the carrying 
of heavy equipment. 


The International truck at South Walpole is of absolutely no 
value as a fire truck and cannot be relied upon at any time. We 
would recommend that it be replaced by a small piece of apparatus, 
such as a combination chemical made up on a Ford Chassis, which 
is being used successfully by several surrounding towns. This 
type of apparatus would be very inexpensive to buy and the up- 
keep small. 


We have repaired the East Walpole roof according to recom- 
mendations made by the Special Committee on Investigation of 
the Fire Department. We have purchased forty-six complete 
outfits of rubber coats and boots and eighteen new Badger Fire 
extinguishers. Also 2,000 feet of what is considered the best 
fire hose on the market. We shall not need any new hose this 
coming yeaf. ,

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Buildings: 


The Central Fire Station is in good repair and this year the 
members of Company No. 1 have had their meeting-room and bed- 
room redecorated, which was paid for out of Company No. 1 
treasury. 


The East Walpole Station needs some slight repairs on the second 
floor and basement but we thought it best to hold this over for 
another year. 


The South Walpole Station has been made tight, the front 
doors being repaired. 


We would recommend that $4,800.00 be appropriated for this 
department for 1921. — 


Fire Alarm: 


Report to the Board of Fire Engineers. 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my report of the fire alarm 
department for the last nine months. It has been a period of 
many interruptions owing to grounds, lightning, and high winds, 
but no serious damage has been done by same and the troubles 
were remedied as soon as conditions permitted. 


I would ask that more money be appropriated this year for 
this department, inasmuch as the lines need some replacing 
and the necessary labor to make repairs. I would also reeommend 
that a suitable fire alarm signal be purchased for the South Wal- 
pole District.

We respectfully submit the annual report of the Forest Warden 
and Assistant Warden. 


We passed the spring season with a small expenditure for brush 
fires, although we had a large number of still alrams. 


The fall season was one of the dryest that we have had for a 
number of years and we had a great many fires, which, owing 
to the dryness, required watching for a number of days. 


We recommend the purchase of a modern forest fire truck to 
be kept at the center station. The days of horse drawn apparatus 
are past and we can not expect good service from our fire depart- 
ment unless we give them apparatus to work with. 


We recommend that the salary of the Forest Warden be $300.00 
per year and it seems as though there are a number of paid minor 
appointments which could be consolidated under one head, so 
that the compensation would be large enough, so that the Forest 
Warden etc., could give their entire services to the town and would 
not have to seek outside compensation. 


We wish to thank the Deputy Wardens, the Chief Engineer 
and the members of the Fire Department for their hearty co- 
operation.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


To Citizens of Walpole: 


We must consider the year just closed as one of only average 
severity so far as the record of sickness is concerned and an ex- 
ceptionally low one as to mortality. A few cases of influenza 
occurred during the first of the year, chiefly mild cases. No 
disease has been epidemic. | 


The usual record of children’s diseases is listed below, the in- 
cidence varying from year to year. No case of typhoid was re- 
ported. Scarlet fever was reported to the number of ffiteen. 
Diphtheria shows a low record, only five for the year. 


Many agencies are at work for the betterment of the public 
health in the town aside from the health department, namely, 
the health center, school inspections, dental clinic, visiting nurse, 
school nurse, nutrition work in the schools, all giving more or 
less instruction in the hygiene of the body, and home sanitation. 


General sanitation is more than ever in the public mind, due 
partly to the above agencies, and to the fact that the people have 
found that poor sanitation or lack of the same is always costly, 
in that it lowers resistance and this invites disease. 


Nine cases of tuberculosis of the lungs were reported which 
is remarkably low for a town of the size of Walpole. 


Householders should remember that all cases of communicable 
disease are now required by law to be reported to the local Board 
of Health. Only by so doing can the records of the town and 
State be correctly kept. 


A considerable number of inspections of dwellings have been 
made, alterations ordered and attended to. In a few instances 
housing conditions have become intolerable by reason of poor 
and old dwellings which we hope will be remedied as the costs of 
building materials lower. 


Dairy inspections and examinations of thirty or more samples 
of milk for bacteria] content have been made. The latter was 
satisfactory in showing a low percentage of bacteria. Thirty 
milk permits were issued. 


Appended is the report of the Inspector of Slaughtering. Also 
the mortality list for the year as well as the itemized list of re- 
portable diseases.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of the 
Town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1920, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 35, Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws.

Edward H. Fenton, Chief Examiner of this Division, who was 
placed in charge of the work.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 


of the accounts of the Town of Walpole for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1920, and report as follows :— 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments, were examined and checked in detail. 


The appropriations and transfers voted at the Town meeting 
for carrying on the work of the several departments as entered 
on the Town Clerk’s records were checked to the books in the 
Accountant’s office. 


The receipts as shown by the Accountant’s books were checked 
with the receipts of the Treasurer and with the reported payments 
to the Treasurer by the several departments. 


The expenditures were proved by comparing the warrants with 
the charges shown on the ledger and with the cash book in the 
Accountant’s office, and also with the Treasurer’s cash book. 


The ledger accounts were checked, a trial balance was taken 
off, and a balance sheet prepared showing the financial condition 
of the Town as of December 31, 1920. 


The debt and interest payments were checked with the amounts 
falling due and with the cancelled bonds, notes, and coupons on 
file. 


The -surety bonds furnished by the officials for the faithfule 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts in the Treasurer’s office were examined 
and checked, and the cash book was footed. The recorded re- 
ceipts were compared with the accountant’s books and with the 
record of departmental payments to the treasurer, and the dis- 
bursements were compared with the Selectmen’s warrants authoriz- 
ing payments, which were found to be supported by properly ap- 
proved vouchers.

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The cash on hand was verified by an aetual count on December 
31, 1920, and the bank balances were reconciled, proving the 
balance of the Treasurer’s cash book at the close of the year. 


The collector’s accounts were examined, and the reported pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified by the treasurer’s books. 
The commitments were added and proved, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved to the accounts in the accountant’s 
ledger. The abatements were checked with the assessors’ records 
and found to agree. 


Verification notices were mailed to about one hundred persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing the Town, and as 
no replies were received stating that payments had been made 
other than as shown on the books, I am satisfied that the accounts 
are correct. 


The accounts of the water department were examined, the re- 
ported payments to the Treasurer were checked to the Accoun- 
tant’s and the Treasurer’s books, the commitments were added 
and proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and com- 
pared with the Accountant’s books. The abatements recorded 
on the Collector’s and the Accountant’s books were checked with 
the commissioner’s list of abatements and found to agree. 


Some of the water service charges are long overdue, and action 
should, therefore, be taken to enforce the collection of these ac- 
counts. 


The records of receipts from licenses, use of the Town Hall, 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, and Library fines were examined, 
and the reported payments to the Treasurer were checked with 
the Treasurer’s books. 


The several trust funds in the custody of the Treasurer and the 
funds held by the Library Trustees were verified by examining 
the savings bank books and securities, and were found to be cor- 
rect and properly recorded.

Appended to this, report are tables showing a_ reconciliation 
of the Treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and 
water accounts; also tables showing receipts from licenses, for the 
use of the Town Hall, from the Sealer of Weights and Measures, 


and from Library fines, together with statements relative to the 


several trust funds and a balance sheet. 


Considerable difficulty was encountered in reconciling the com- 
mitments and the accounts of the collector of taxes and water — 
charges, owing to numerous clerical errors, which added materially 
to the cost of the audit. This difficulty should be eliminated 
in the future by exercising greater care in making entries. 


On the balance sheet appended is shown a considerable sum 
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representing tax titles held by the Town, and I would recommend 
that steps be taken to complete and perfect these titles. — 


At the last annual Town meeting it was voted to use the entire 
amount in the Excesss and Deficiency. Account for the purpose 
of reducing the amount to be raised by taxation. This surplus 
was represented by outstanding accounts receivable, and should 
have been appropriated only as the accounts receivable were col- 
lected and the surplus represented by actual cash in the treasury. 


For the uniform courtesy extended and the assistance rendered 
by the several department officials while I was engaged in making 
the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and myself, to ex- 
press my appreciation.

In March Miss Bancroft, Assistant Librarian, tendered her 
resignation to the Trustees that she might accept a more lucra- 
tive position as Librarian in another state.

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To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1920. 


The circulation for the year shows an increase of 300 over that 
of last year. During the very severe weather of last January, 
Febraury and March there was a decided falling off in the cir- 
culation. Very few books were sent to North Walpole and very 
few books were circulated in South Walpole during those three 
months. While the ciruclation statistics are an important index 
to the use of the library by the Public, they do not; however, show 
the many ways in which the library is of use to the Public. While 
they show the number of books borrowed during the year they 
do not show the number of questions answered, subjects looked 
up, information given over the telephone, books borrowed, for 
patrons, from other libraries through the Inter-Library Loan 
System, or the various other activities. 
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Relations with the schools have been extended with good results. 
During the winter months the pupils come, in groups of ten, from 
the High School, for instruction in the use of the catalogue and 
stacks and such reference books as the New International Ency- 
clopieda, Century Dictionary, Readers’ Guide to Periodical Litera- 
ture, Harper’s Encylcopedia of United States History and the Year 
Books. 


The interest shown by the various schools in borrowing books 
is very gratifying. Almost every school building has a collection 
of books borrowed for a month or longer. <A record is kept of 
the number of times each book is read. In this way children 
who cannot come to the Library are given books to read and the 
chance to form the reading habit. 


At the request of the teachers, books this year are sent to the 
Fisher School, North Walpole, once a month instead of each week 
to individual children, as formerly. 


A small collection of books has been loaned to one of the fac- 
tories for class work. It is hoped that this work will continue 
and people be interested in the Library, in this way, who cannot 
be reached otherwise. 


In response to a request for books in the Norwegian language, 
a loan of twenty-six books was borrowed from the Massachusetts 
Library Commission, for six months. 


Our problem this year, in regard to the children, has not been 
how to attract them to the library, but, how to take care of them 
when they came. The juvenile reading room has been over crowd- 
ed since the beginning of the winter. Arrangements have 
been made to add more chairs but another table is needed, also. 
The present tables, very comfortable with eight chairs each, will 
be rather crowded with more. A small table, to seat five or six, 
might be placed in the room for use during the winter months. 


The Story-Hour, held every Saturday morning at half past 
ten, was again started in November. 


In order to give the parents and those interested in books, as 
gifts for children, a chance to know the good books, before the 
“Christmas rush,’”’ the Children’s Book Week was held for two 
‘weeks in November this year instead of in December as in previous 
years., This has became on important part of the Library work 
and the interest shown on the part of the Public is worth the effort 
put forth to make a worth while and attractive exhibition.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The School Committee submits herewith its report for the year 
ending December 31, 1920. 


Immediately following the March Town Meeting the school 
committee organized with P. R. Allen, Chairman, and W. E. Hale, 
Secretary. At a special meeting held on November 26th, the 
Committee with much regret accepted the resignation of Mrs. 
Eleanor M. Moore. At this same meeting, as defined by State 
Law, the Committee held a joint meeting with the Board of Se- 
lectmen and elected Mrs. Hannah M. Daley to serve until the 
annual election next March. ; 


For the first time in three years there has been no change in 
the office of Superintendent. This has made possible a more 
settled and constructive policy of administration. 


During the year there have been ten resignations, two of which 
were from the high school,seven from the grade schools (includ- 
ing three principals), and one from the supervisors. Six teachers 
resigned to teach elsewhere, two to marry, one to continue graduate 
study, and one because of illness in family. The Committee 
feels that the increases in salaries during the past two years have 
been of great aid in keeping our schools at a high standard 
of excellence, both in retaining and in securing good teachers. 


More has been accomplished during the year in new school ac- 
comodations than ever before. In addition to the new Bird School, 
a room has been opened at the Fisher School, and two fine rooms 
have been made out of a hall at the Plimpton School. A com- 
pletely new system of heating and ventilating has made the Boy- 
den school comfortable and healthful for the first time within 
memory. 


It is the earnest desire of the School Committee that all citizens 
take an active interest in school afiairs. One of the best methods 
by which parent’s teachers, executives and school committee 
can be kept in closer touch with each other is through the Parent- 
Teacher Associations. ‘There should be a thriving Parent-Teacher 
Association in the South, East and Central parts of the Town. 
In order to stimulate this interest the School Committee has dur- 
ing the year invited representatives of the present associations to 
sit in with them at some of the regular board meetings when im- 
portant matters were scheduled for discussion. 
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Another most important matter which the Committee wishes 
to ask of the townspeople is co-operation in educating children to 
use sidewalks whenever possible and thus keep off the streets 
when coming to and going from school. In view of the tremen- 
dous increase in the number of automobiles using the highways 
school children should be taught to use extreme care when travel- 
ling to and from school. The School Committee together with 
the superintendent and teachers, are doing everything in their 
power toward instructing children to keep off the streets and 
away from passing automobiles, trucks, etc. It is the solemn 
duty of parents and other interested persons to co-operate with 
the School Committee in this request in order to eliminate chances 
of accidents which might be not only dangerous but fatal as well. 


The Committee refers the citizens to the reports of the Super- 
intendent and Building Committee for further important infor- 
mation about our schools.

B. What Changes in Administration Have Occurred? 


At the December Town Meeting the care of the school grounds 
was transferred from the Park Board to the School’ Committee. 
The Park Board requested this and the School Committee was 
ready to co-operate. This seems to be a logical move toward 
consolidation of the town’s activities. This year’s budget will 
include this new item of expense. 
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Rules and Regulations of the School Committee have been 
adopted and printed in booklet form. These include sections 
on Organization and Procedure of the School Committee, Duties 
of the Superintendent, Principals, Teachers, Janitors, Atten- 
dance Officers, Physicians, and Nurses, and Rules governing 
Transportation of Pupils. This is the first time that there have 
been written or printed Rules and Regulations for the School 
Department as a whole. Any citizen may obtain a copy upon 
application at the office of the Superintendent, Town Hall.

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As might be expected the largest proportion of the school dollar 
is devoted to teachers’ salaries. This will be further increased 
when we consider that about three quarters of the principals’ 
time, and practically all of the supervisors’ time in 1920 was spent 
in teaching. The expense for health work has been questioned 
by some citizens. When we see how much relatively is spent 
for the physical well-being of the school children we ¢an hardly 
feel that it is unduly large. Education must be founded upon 
health. The expense for repairs was unusually high in 1920. 
Much of it could be fairly apportioned over a period of years, 
because emergency demands increased it greatly for this par- 
ticular year. On the other hand the fuel expense is exceptional- 
ly low, because much of the coal was delivered too late to be in- 
cluded in the 1920 expense. In 1921 it will be an expense above 
the average if we can get delivery of our 1922 coal during the 
summer. The other expenditures are relatively normal. Cer- 
tainly the administration and. office expense of this big indus- 
try of the schools is carried on at a reasonable figure—5 cents on 
the $1.00. 


Our town like most towns spends more of its public funds for 
schools than for any other department. Nor is it at all surpris- 
ing when we appreciate that 1,400 children are being educated. 
We usually, however, confine our comparisons to other public. 
departments and seldom consider the relative expense for edu- 
cation and for necessities or luxuries from the private purse. How 
many of us are startled to learn that our nation spends more 
money each year for chewing gum than for text books? Yet 
20,000,000 of our people are in school. The chart herewith en- 
titled, MANY TIMES AS MUCH MONEY IS SPENT ON 
LUXURIES AS ON EDUCATION, shows us many amazing 
facts. The following statement from the Department of the 
Interior explains the diagram. 


$763,000,000 was expended on public-school education. On 
the other hand, the total estimated expenditures for luxuries was 
$22,700,000,000, according to a statement of the Secretary of 
the Treasury in an open letter on “Estimated Expenditures for 
Luxuries,” dated June 11, 1920. The people spent twice as much 
for automobiles as for education, practically three times as much 
for cigarettes, cigars and tobacco; $1,000,000,000 was spent on 
candy alone as compared with $763,000,000 on education; while 
an additional $350,000,000 for soft drinks brought the total of 
these items for “luxurious foods,” $5,000,000,000, together with 
luxurious ‘‘services,” $3,000,000,000, comes to $8,000,000,000 
or ten times as much as expended for the education of children 
in the public schools. The amount on “luxurious food alone 
is six times as great as the total budget for education.”

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The Secretary of the Treasury in his open letter of June 11, 
1920 says,: ‘‘Opinion will differ as to whether many of these 
articles should be classed as ‘Luxurious,’ and whether expendi- 
ture for them is unwise or extravagant. Expenditure in reagon- 
able measure on many of the articles would not be regarded as 
luxurious or wasteful, but expenditure in such volume on any 
of them and the aggregate expenditure for such things and ser- 
vices would, I imagine, be regarded as unreasonable and extrava- 
gant, especially in view of the present domestic and world con- 
ditions.”’ 


D. What Have We Done to Keep Good Teachers in Walpole? 


. . . ¢ . 
This question will be answered under three heads, salaries, 
living conditions and participation in school administration. 


Salary Increases. The annual Town Meeting voted unani- 
mously to give the School Committee funds sufficient, to increase 
teachers’ salaries $300.00 each retroactive to January Ist. Fol- 
lowing upon similar increases the preceding year this placed Wal- 
pole temporarily in a very favorable position relative to other 
towns in the state. Since that time salary increases have con- 
tinued elsewhere. Our maximum of $1,600.00 in the high school 
and $1,400.00 in the grades is fairly commensurate with many 
towns of our class. Walpole has, however, taken a definitely 
progressive stand and has gained that reputation abroad. 


Teacherage. The problem of board for teachers became 
so acute last spring that the School Department, through the 
co-operation of the Walpole Center Development Company, 
established a teacherage in the Briggs house on School Street. 
This was opened last September in charge of Mrs.’ Mary Dole 
of Sharon. She has proved to be a thoroughly capable matron. 
The finances are carried on co-operatively for the benefit of the 
teachers. A maximum charge of $8.00 per week for board and 
$3.00 for room is made. Ten teachers live in the house and five | 
‘more come in for meals. At the end of the year all profits will 
be divided among the teachers who live in the house. The rental in- 
cludes furnishings except the bed linen. The purchasing, book- 
_ keeping, etc., is handled through the school office. Each month 
so far the books show a profit for the teachers. Some incon- 
veniences have arisen but the advantages seem to greatly out- 
weigh them. At any rate we are at a loss to know where . these 
teachers would live and eat if the teacherage should be closed. 


Teachers’ Council. The Teachers’ Council was organized 
just a year ago. Its purpose was-noted in last year’s report. 
Representatives have been elected by the teachers to present and 
consider problems affecting the schools. The idea was to provide 
a democratic clearing house for suggestions and complaints. So 
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far it has succeeded beyond anyone’s hopes. The Council has 
met every two weeks with surprising regularity, considering the 
fact that the whole procedure is voluntary. Without going into 
detail the superintendent wishes to take this opportunity to ex- 
press his appreciation of the splendid constructive assistance which 
the Council has given the school system during the past year. 


Resignations. How well Walpole has been holding its teachers 
during the past two years is indicated in the chart on the following 
page. The figures have been taken from recent School Reports 
and are in detail as follows:

This table does not show the causes for leaving, nor is it possible 
to obtain this in earlier reports with accuracy. Nevertheless, 
from the fact that only three out of the ten in 1920 left for salary 
reasons, it is safe to assume that Walpole is progressing in the 
right direction. , ) 


E. You Have Heard of the Walpole Health Program. What is it? 


School Nurse. For a number of years, Walpole has been 
employing a full time school nurse. This has been a progressive 
measure. The nurse has been a valuable asset in the fight against 
contagious diseases, unsanitary conditions for children at school 
and at home, bad teeth and physical defects. Her work has 
been successful as far as that of one woman among 1,400 children 
could be. ; ; 


Nutrition Classes. During the past year important strides 
have been taken toward improving the child’s health still fur- 
ther. The campaign against malnutrition was started about a 
year ago and was mentioned briefly in last year’s report. The 
report of the nutrition nurse is included in the appendix and will 
prove interesting and profitable reading for anyone. It shows 
very plainly the fine work which has been done in training child- 
ren to live hygienically twenty-four hours in the day. The cam- 
paign against physical defects is beginning to bear fruit. Last 
summer and this Christmas vacation a number of children have 
voluntarily been operated upon, especially because of diseased

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adenoids and tonsils. Education of unhealthy children is not 
efficient. 


Dental Nurse and Clinic. Last fall, through the per- 
sonal interest and-funds of Mrs. F. W. Bird and her mother, Mrs. 
George H. Phelps, a dental clinic was established in the new Bird 
School. A dental nurse, Miss Margaret Maguire, began work in 
September with portable equipment, first in the Boyden School 
and later in the Plimpton and Fisher Schools. Her main work 
is to clean the children’s teeth and encourage them to take better 
care of them. She keeps a complete record of the condition of 
each child’s teeth and refers those needing treatment to Dr. Wm. 
H. Maguire who is devoting a part of his time to school work. 
Miss Maguire’s report in the appendix shows what excellent work 
is being accomplished. It is astonishing that out of 400 children 
examined 388 needed dental treatment. 


f 

Milk at Recess. As 4 result of the nutrition work a committee 
of the Woman’s Club has actively co-operated in the sale of milk 
during the school recess periods. Several hundred half pint 
bottles are sold daily. The ladies have started a fund so that 
children who need the milk may have it even if they cannot af- 
ford to pay for it. Straws are provided and the milk is served 
directly from the bottle in a thoroughly sanitary manner. 


F. An Equal Educational Opportunity For All. Are We Providing 
el eed 7 | 


Holding Pupils in Schoél. An answer might be simply 
made. Here are the schools. All have an equal opportunity 
to use them. But this answer is not only inadequate, it is un- 
fair. Are our schools keeping a fair proportion of children through 
to graduation? The chart herewith shows the answer to this ques- 
tion for each of the last four years. The figures have been taken 
_ from school reports as follows:

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information, no attempt has been made to consider pupils who 
have graduated in a longer or less period, who have left town 
or who have entered town during the period of years studied. 
Nevertheless, these factors, especially when’so large a number 
of children are considered, ought to affect each class about equally 
and the comparisons will still remain accurate. 


The picture shows us two important facts. In the first place 
the percentage of pupils retained until graduation is increasing 
slightly. In the second place, our schools are not functioning 
as well as they ought to when we lose more than three-quarters 
of the pupils en route. If a hundred people sat down to a course 
dinner and only twenty-five remained for the demi-tasse, the hosts 
would be alarmed for the success of the banquet. The fact that 
in the United States at large only one in ten finish high school is 
small consolation to us in Walpole with a distinctly better record. 


The school system must continually seek better methods of 
retaining its pupils, both by educating children and parents to 
the value of completing high school and by revising courses of 
study, methods of grading, etc., to make the work of the schools 
more interesting and more effective. 


Course of Study. Let me outline briefly some of our progress 
in 1920 along these lines. First a distinct step has been made 
in developing the Course of Study. The improvement in the 
text book problem has been already mentioned under Action Taken 
Upon 1919 Recommendations. A uniform text if it be a good’ 
one improves the course of study automatically. The adoption 
of the Baltimore County Course of Study for the grades has proved 
of great assistance. This printed book in the hands of each teacher 
has provided ready reference to the best educational methods, 
aims, standards of accomplishment, time allotments, etc. available. 
Many years would have been required to build without this help 
such a course for Walpole. 


Libraries: Two kinds of libraries have been developed in 
1920. As Mr. Mansur shows in his report the High School Li- 
brary has been more useful than ever this year. We hope to 
extend it each year. In the Stone School another kind of lib- 
rary has been established—a library of sets of supplementary 
books for the grades. Heretofore these books have been in the 
various school rooms, regardless of whether they were in actual 
- use or not. Most of these books have been used for only a month 
or two each year. They have lain idle the balance of the time 
with little opportunity for exchange with other teachers. There 
are, for example, seven first grade rooms in town. Through the 
use of a central circulating library, any one of the seven teachers 
has continual access to all of the first grade books not actually 
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in use elsewhere. In the purchase of a set of new supplementary 
books there is a similar gain. Instead of being p!aced.in one 
room they are placed in the library for general use. All basic 
books, such as arithmetics, geographies, and language books 
remain in children’s desks throughout the year. 


Teachers’ Committees. Reference should be made _ here 
to the excellent work done by committees of teachers in assist- 
ing in the selection of books and in the revision of the course of 
study, especially in English and Civics in the Junior High School 
grades. 


Standard Subject Testing. The scientific study of the school 
accomplishments of our children has been continued during 1920. 
Comparisons have been made with other cities and towns in silent 
reading (Jan. and Oct.), addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division (Mar.), and handwriting (June). Space does not 
permit a detailed report. The handwriting shows marked im- 
provement over the preceding year. The seventh and eighth 
grades made the biggest gains in town, averaging three years’ 
umprovement in quality in a single year. They were so poor in 
1919 that still another year’s gain is necessary to bring them 
to the standard set by other towns. This vindicates the ap- 
pointment of a penmanship — supervisor: 


The January Silent Reading Tests showed us to be about a 
year behind. A basic text in silent reading was bought late 
in the spring for grades 4-5-6 and emphasis “laid upon that im- 
portant phase of the reading work. Too much of our work has 
been oral, when we consider that in real life the adult reads 
90% —possibly—99 %—of the time silently. The October test shows 
no marked improvement and points out the need of increased 
attention to this subject. The schools rank lowest in the work 
of speedy and accurate number work. Careful analysis shows 
that the fastest pupils are generally the most accurate. De- 
vices of all kinds. will be introduced to speed up the arithmetic 
drill work. Oral or mental drill is a big factor in increasing speed. 


Intelligence Testing. Our grading, like most systems, has 
been based mainly upon what the pupil accomplishes. This is 
sound in part. We have learned in recent years that we are not ° 
providing equal opportunity for the slow child and for the bright 
child. The class is built for the typical normal child. We try 
to pull the dull child up to a standard beyond his ability and we 
force. the gifted child to mark time while the other children are 
being taught what he has long since acquired. We have excused 
and explained this in part by the necessary organization of the 
_ school system into groups of children who must go along at about 
the same speed. Further than that we have been at a loss to mea- 
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sure accurately the real mental capacity of a child. The slow child 
in school is often a loafer because of lack of mterest, but not dull. 
Some of our greatest geniuses were slow in school. Necessity 
has again proved to be the mother of invention. Science has over 
a period of fifteen years, beginning with Binet, the Frenchman, 
developed for accurate use mental tests with which we can measure 
native intelligence. The United States Army developed the 
group mental tests. Over a million and a half soldiers were thus 
classified. 


Walpole is one of the first towns in the United States—there 
is probably only one other in Massachusetts—to make a com- 
plete mental survey of its schools from the kindergarten through 
the high school. This was possible only through the generous 
co-operation of the Harvard Graduate School of Education. T'wen- 
ty trained men and women, including the professors in charge, 
have given some 3,500 tests and are now, at this writing, engaged 
in scoring them. When these results are at hand we expect to 
be able to grade our children more intelligently. If experience 
elsewhere is prophetic, we shall find that the retarded children 
are not those. who are too old for their grade, but the reverse. 
In other words that the bright children have not been given 
enough to do; and we have been unfair in our demands upon the 
slowest pupils. 


“WHAT IMPROVEMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE IN THE 
PHYSICAL PLANT? : 


Boyden Boiler. Aside from the new rooms partitioned at 
the Plimpton School, already noted, and the new Bird School, 
the only important physical improvement has been the new heat- 
ing plant in the Boyden School. For years, this building has 
been inadequately heated. Now, after a big expense which badly 
upset the finances of the school department, the Boyden School 
is equipped with a modern ventilating and heating system. 


The New Bird School. The outstanding event of the school 
year is the completion and occupancy of the new Bird School. 
The report of the Building Committee is printed elsewhere in 
this report. The Bird School is the biggest and finest among 
several splendid buildings erected in Walpole in fecent years. 
Photographs in this report show some of the striking features of 
the building. Variety of equipment in several of the rooms has 
added flexibility of great value to the educational program. Large 
though the building is, there is but little room for expansion with- 
out curtailing the educational opportunities which the 400 children 
there now possess. 
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Summary of Educational Progress

2. The maintenance of the school grounds has been trans- 
ferred from the Park Board to the School Committee. 


3. Rules and Regulations have been adopted and _ printed. 
Study has been made of how the school dollar is spent. é 


5. Three times as much money is spent on luxury as on edu- 
cation.

7. The Teachers’ Council has given valuable professional as- 
sistance. 


8. Walpole lost 40% of its teachers in 1916; 27% in 1917; 
48% in 1918; 17% in 1919; and 18% in 1920.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass.

I herewith submit my second annual report as principal of the 
Walpole High School.

Enrollment 


It has been expected that the enrollment of the school for the 
present year would show a slight decrease over last year, due 
to the fact that we graduated a senior class of forty members in 
June, the largest in the history of the school, and received from 
the grammar schools a somewhat smaller entering class than usual.

On the contrary we have not only maintained our membership 
of last year, but have actually increased it, the figures on October 
Ist of the respective years being 1919, 263; 1920, 268. This is 
a normal growth. Only eight pupils who had indicated in June 
an intention of enrolling in September failed to do so—a: very 
small shrinkage. 


Changes in Faculty 


Two changes have taken place in the teaching force. Mr. 
Pierrepont Nichols of the English department resigned in June 
to enter Yale University, and his place has been filled by. Miss 
Marguerite Fox. Miss Florence Harris has replaced Mrs. E. L. 
Shaw as teacher of Science. I believe that the fact that there 
-have been so few changes, and all of them for good reasons, is 
indicative of a spirit of appreciation, on the part of the High School 
teachers, of the generosity of the School Committee and the town 
in dealing with its schools, and particularly with the teaching force. 


Student Activities 


The spirit of the pupils of the school has remained most cor- 
dial. In nothing that has been undertaken have our wishes met 
with any but the most sincere co-operation. The student body 
has entered whole-heartedly into school parties and other af- 
fairs whether conducted at the school or publicly. The play 
“My Friend from India” presented in January was successful 
in every respect, due to their efforts, and netted nearly three 
hundred dollars to the athletic association. The basket-ball 
team won a majority of its games played, although but about half 
of the schedule was carried out due to transportation difficulties. 
The baseball team finished in a tie for first place in the Norfolk 
County Interscholastic League. Glee Clubs for both boys and 
girls have been recently organized by Mr. Morse, Supervisor 
of Music. ; 


Recognition: of Scholarship 


The Walpole Woman’s Club has offered an appropriate recog- 
nition of high scholarship by voting complimentary member- 
ship tickets to the two girls standing at the head of the senior class 
in scholarship. In 1920 these tickets were given to Miss Nellie 
Haan and Miss Evelyn Day. For 1921 they are awarded to 
Miss Hazel Pembleton and Miss Marion Glass. 


The Massachusetts Society of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution has enrolled us among the schools in which its Washing- 
ton and Franklin medals are awarded. These medals are given 
at commencement to the pupil of the graduating class who has 
during the year shown the greatest improvement or proficiency 
in American History. ) 
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School Lunch 


The problem of a more substantial school lunch has been given 
considerable attention, but under present circumstances there 
seems little that can be done. We were very glad to have the 
matter investigated by the Civics Committee of the Woman’s 
Club and to lay the facts before them. They, too, however, were 
quite as unable to find a workable solution of the situation as 
we had been, though they have, I believe, a plan that may be 
utilized in the future. 


At present the situation is that we lack room and lack a su- 
pervisor. The girls of the Junior Class are serving hot cocoa and 
sandwiches at present, under the direction of Miss Fox of the 
Faculty. To extend beyond this arrangement we need a room 
that can be devoted to the purpose. 


We hope that the school department may be able to place on 
the High School lot the portable building now at Hast Walpole. 
By utilizing this building to house our Manual Arts department 
we could devote the room now used as a shop to lunch room pur- 
poses. It is altogether too small for the Manual ‘Training de- 
partment, and is one of the obstacles to the expansion of that depart- 
ment. It would on the other hand serve admirably any organization 
that might undertake the task of preparing a school lunch. 


Manual Arts 


The possibility of expanding the Manual Arts department 
seems worthy of consideration. Beyond any doubt we could 
take in this school the entire time of one teacher for Manual Train- 
ing and Freehand and Mechanical Drawing. Only lack of time 
on the part of teachers, and lack of space in the building is prevent- 
ing growth in these lines now. We have this year had to deny 
a number of pupils the, privilege of taking these subjects for the 
two reasons indicated. 


’ 
Commercial Department 


During February the Commercial Department undertook 
a study of our Commercial course with the idea of better co-ordi- 
nating it with local conditions. Local manufacturers were asked 
to state frankly our failings and our excellencies as indicated by 
those of our pupils whom they had employed. Courses of study 
from other schools were examined and the latest reports of the 
Federal Bureau of Education consulted. In view of the facts 
brought out by this study our Commercial Curriculum was changed 
slightly to meet the suggestions received. 7 


The Commercial Department is constantly growing. Our 
classes in typewriting alone are more new than last year, and there | 
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is every indication that the number will be larger still next year. 
Should this situation materialize the only solution would be an | 
added teacher in this department, for those now in the department 
are already undertaking the limit of work that time and’ strength 
will allow. . 


Inbrary 


One of the pleasing features of the year has been the develop- 
ment of the School Library, as indicated by the following statis- 
tics: :

The distribution of the attendance is interesting particularly 
because of the increase in pupils of the three upper classes who 
are making ruse of the facilities offered. Previous to this year 
attendance was largely from the freshmen class. 


The Town Public Library has co-operated splendidly with us. 
Through their kindness we have been able to keep at the school 
a shelf of seventy-five books for circulation purposes, beside 
necessary reference books. The Public Library building has also 
been at our disposal for instruction purposes, and at regular in- 
tervals classés in the use of the Library have been held there in 
connection with our werk in Community Civics.

REPORT OF THE SURVEY MADE BY THE COMMERCIAL 
DEPARTMENT, WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL 


During 1920 questionnaires were sent to the offices employ- 
ing high school graduates, to ascertain what improvements were 
needed to meet the local demand. Their answers may be sum- 
marized as follows: : 
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1. The greatest demand is for well-trained typists and dic- 
taphone operators. In an endeavor to supply this demand, the 
subject of typewriting, which has heretofore been offered for 
Juniors and Seniors only, has been made a required subject for 
the Sophomore, Junior and Senior commercial students. At 
the end of the school course an average of from forty to sixty words 
per minute should be written. 


Il. The demand for stenographers comes second, and the 
complaint has been that+good stenographers will not leave the 
city for a position in a small town; so the work must be done by 
means of the dictaphone. 


There is a. difference of opinion as to how well the dictaphone 
meets the needs of the employers, but all agree that it will not 
entirely supplant the use of shorthand and that they are always 
in need of well-trained stenographers. 


Ill. The bookkeeping in the larger concerns has been so sec- 
tionalized that it is done very largely by machine and becomes 
routine work. For this reason, the demand for bookkeepers, 
as such, is small. The school endeavors to give a broad general 
knowledge of bookkeeping principles, rather than an over-em- 
phasis of technical drill in the subject. 


The student who has acquired this general knowledge may never 
use it as a bookkeeper, but he will, in all probability, find it a 
very valuable asset in helping him to adjust himself to business 
conditions. 


IV. There is a demand for clerical workers, but no special 
training need be given for this, as business penmanship and a 
knowledge of arithmetic and bookkeeping are the essential re- 
quirements. It might be here noted that arithmetic and pen- 
manship have been made full year subjects and are compulsory 
for all commercial students. 


Criticism and Suggestions 


Remarks have been, made to the effect that pupils who fail to 
make a success in the business office are weak in one or more of 
the following: 


Spelling Ability to take and transcribe 
Penmanship shorthand dictation. 
Sentence structure _ Common sense — 
Punetyation 

Conclusion 


It is obvious that it is not possible, in a four year high school 
course, to give the average student the required technical skill

and at the same time the breadth of vision which comes only 
from graduate study or actual business experience. It is, there- 
fore, our purpose to give him a good foundation for acquiring fur- 
ther knowledge, which will serve equally well in a practical occu- 
pation or continued study. 


REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Mr. Ralph W . Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 


I submit the following report as school physician, during the 
first six months of the year having supervision over the Bird, 
Stone and Plimpton Schools, and during the fall term over the 
High, Plimpton, Fisher and Boyden Schools. 

It is with a feeling of much gratification that. I note the deep 
interest that is being shown by the public in physical betterment 
of the young, as this means of necessity the forming of a higher 
type of manhood and of womanhood in the years to come. The 
schools have been examined more closely the past year perhaps, 
than previously with the result that nose and throat and 
dental defects have been searched for as with a fine toothed comb. 
Many of these have been remedied by operation, when required, 
which must prove of great benefit. An unusual and most praise- 
worthy institution is the establishment of the dental clinic, the 
immediate results of which, already highly beneficial give promise 
of extending far into the future. With all that is being done 
for the school children in the way of physical betterment, much 
depends upon the child’s co-operation, and it is disappointing 
to see occasionally faulty positions or postures both in standing 
and sitting. These faulty positions if allowed to persist are the 
cause of special curvatures, round shoulders, narrow, cramped, 
and hollow chests and promote slovenly habits. It is not too 
much to ask that teachers should insist that the children put 
into practice what they have been taught. The importance of an 
erect position should be so instilled into the child that when 
called upon to stand, he would almost unconsciously assume 
such, standing squarely on both feet, head and shoulders erect, 
shoulders back, chest out and hands to side. Should military 
training eventually fall to his lot, there would not then be so much 
_ of a chasm to bridge in assuming the duties of a soldier ags.former 
pupils may have found. | 


With reference to school lunches as at present conducted in 
the High School, it would appear that there should be more sys- 
tem here in distributing the food.. On days when hot soup or 
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meat is prepared, there is often such a rush that many are unable 
to obtain it, and others obtain more than is allowable were an 
equal distribution made.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN

Dear Sir :— 

In making my report as school physician of the Stone and Bird 
Schools I am very much pleased to write that parents and children 
are readily taking an interest in malnutrition. 

The parents acquiesce in regard to the removal of diseased 
tonsils and adenoids—the children do not fear the operation. 

The tooth brush is becoming more and more common in the 
homes of the children of foreign parents. 

Many children are eating good nutritious food and are drinking 
milk. Heretofore many of the children cared only for sweets 
and would not drink milk. 

Malnutrition is a problem which is pital to every community. 
The army records of our recent war proves this. The greatest 
cause for the many rejections was due to defects which should 
have been corrected during childhood. Every child should have 
a fair chance to bégin his school work unhampered with defects, 
which can be corrected. Health is the underlying basis of the 
ability to do good work. 

The following is a quotation taken from the writings of an 
eminent specialist of children’s diseases. It is entitled ‘‘Good 
Nutrition.”” Good nutrition includes the following factors; dry, 
clear eyes; smooth, glossy hair; soft smooth skin, without erup- 
tion; bright facial expression; mouth kept closed; ability to breath 
R, easily through the nose; clear hearing, ability to stand and sit 
erect, with back straight, shoulders not sagging; abdomen held 
in, not protruding beyond the chest; firm flesh, covered with a 
moderate amount of fat; musculature good, muscles well developed 
and not flabby; color of the mucuos membrams and of the skin 
reddish pink; no dark circles under ‘the eyes; and finally, an air 
of vitality, elasticity and joy which is charcteristic of childhood.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott; Superintendent of Scheols, 
Walpole, Mass. / 
Dear Sir :— 


Following is a report of work covered during the four months 
from Sept. 8th to Dec. 23rd, 1920. 


From September 8th to October Ist, the school nurse assisted 
with the weighing and measuring of the pupils in all schools, 
1,354 children. Those underweight were determined and put 
into classes by the Nutrition Worker and the nurse proceeded 
with inspection of the pupils in each school. Every pupil has 
been seen once a week, a morning in each school according to 
schedule. In addition talks and discussions have been held on 
hygiene, the laws of health, and the care of the body. 


From October 13th to October 28th the nurse assisted the school 
physicians with the medical inspection of 1,354 school children. 
Following are the findings of the medical inspection giving num- 
ber of defects found and the number corrected. Teeth of many 
are now being taken care of by the school dentist and dental hy- 
gienist but the dental corrections recorded here are those which 
have been attended to by the child’s own family dentist. 


Parents were notified of these defects by cards, according to 
the State law. Home visits, as follow-up work, after the school 
medical inspection were also made. 


After the nurse’s inspection, each week pupils were excluded 
for any contagious skin troubles, pediculosis,.or contagious sore 
throats and allowed to return when pronounced cured by a phy- 
sician. Pupils entering school were excluded until they brought 
a vaccination certificate. ; 


Eye and Ear tests were made and parents notified of defective 
vision or defective hearing. 


Minor accidents or illnesses occuring on the school grounds 
or buildings were treated at the school.

REPORT OF DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 


During the past three months in which the dental clinic has 
been established in the Walpole Schools, splendid co-operation 
has been shown by the teachers and parents. | 


It is gratifying indeed to see that Mrs. F. W. Bird’s kindness, 
generosity, and interest is so much appreciated. 


The public schools all over the country are making an effort 
to establish these clinics in their schools, but Walpole is among 
the very first to actually reach this goal. 
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There have been four hundred examinations and a prophylac- 
tic treatment (cleaning) given each child. Of these four hundred, 
twelve children have been found whose mouths are in perfect con- 
dition, so one can easily see the stupendous need of the work. 


Dr. Maguire has so far treated three teeth, put in nineteen 
silver fillings and extracted one hundred and ten teeth and there 
is a very large waiting list. The dental work has had obstacles 
preventing rapid progress. Now that we have the wonderfully 
equipped dental office in the Bird School the work will advance 
rapidly. | 


The plan for this year is to cover the first five grades thoroughly. 
Each child will have his teeth examined and cleaned every six 
months, followed by tooth brush drills, class room talks, lectures 
and a visit to the dentist. | 


It would be an endless task for the school dentist to treat every 
child who needs it but we hope to reach those who need it most 
and have not a regular dentist. 


May I again express appreciation for Mrs. Bird, Dr. Maguire and 
myself for the spirit of co-operation shown by the teachers and 
parents.

REPORT OF NUTRITION WORKER 


Mr. R. W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
My dear Mr. Westcott :— 


In December, 1919, the School Board seriously considered 
the question of how they could bring about the best health con- 
ditions for the children enrolled in the schools of their Town. 
The World War had focused wide attention upon the serious- 
ness of the conditions of malnutrition, and being thoroughly con- 
vinced that under-development, under-nourishment and malnu- 
trition are real community problems and should be dealt with in 
the same spirit with which one attacks ignorance and disease, 
it was decided that Nutrition Clinics, established in each of the 
six schools, would accomplish the best results. 
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The first step taken was to weigh and measure all the children 
enrolled in the schools and to get together all children 7 percent 
underweight for their height. The child who is chronically 7 
percent underweight for his height is retarded one year in both 
weight and height. Such stunted children are not only under- 
nourished but malnourished. The weighing and measuring was 
for the purpose of identifying this particular group. Out of the 
1,187 children weighed and measured, 20 percent were found to 
be from 7 to 20 percent underweight for their height, and 15 per- 
cent formed a group from 4 to 6 percent underweight for height. 


A notice was then forwarded by mail to the parents of each 
child. This was a personal appeal to explain the conditions found 
and to enlist their interest and co-operation in bringing not only 
their own children up to the required standards of health, but 
helping also to combat malnutrition as a real foe of the com- 
munity. 

An unusually severe winter hampered the work of the clinics 
as transportation conditions delayed the arrival of necessary equip- 
ment, and the severity of the storms prevented the children from 
full-time attendance. | 


The operation of the clinics was the same for all children, the 
work being conducted as follows: 


Physical Examinations:—Out of the 232 children found 
to be from 7 to 20 percent underweight for height, 125 were.en- 
rolled in the clinics, 105 being carried continuously. A com- 
plete physical examination was made as soon as possible, at the 
school, by the School Physician and in the presence only of the 
parent and the Nutrition Worker. A private room was arranged 
with the necessary heat and light, as all examinations were made 
with the clothing partly removed. The results of the examinations 
were noted on the regular standardized Physical Examination 
form used in all the clinics, in order to save time and to insure 
no omissions. 

At the end of the'examination, all defects were tabulated under 
“diagnosis,” in order that steps might be taken promptly for 


their correction. The average number of defects found was 
five, the most important of which was nose or throat obstruction. 


Treatment. The class method of conducting the work was 
then established. It represents an economy of time and energy 
for the teachers, the nursing staff and the administration. 


The children were arranged in three groups. 

Boys from the 4th grade and including the 8th grade. 

Girls from the 4th grade and including the 8th grade. 

Boys and Girls from the Ist Grade and including the 3rd grade. 
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Class Method. 


The children came to the class room at an appointed time and 
were weighed by the Nutrition Worker, who also inspected their 
diet books and reckoned the number of food units shown in the 
two day list. Careful note was made of the possible reasons for 
the gain, or loss of the weeks just passed and together with the 
amount of food taken, all was noted on an individual graph kept - 
for each child and known as his record of weekly weighing. The 
weight line for the week was drawn upon this graph; a blue star 
was given for the rest periods; a red star for the mid-forenoon 
and mid-afternoon lunches. <A gold star was given to the child 
making the greatest gain. He then merited the place of honor 
at the head of his class. The weighing , together with the general 
class instructions, was the culmination of the week’s work for 
the child. An effort was made to have the time spent in an im- 
pressive and enjoyable way, as well as instructive, to insure his 
interest, enthusiasm, spirit of co- Set and contest with his 
fellow class mates. 


Rest Periods. 


It was impossible to arrange for the 10.30 A. M. rest periods 
at the various schools owing to the lack of facilities. Arrange- 
ments were made to use the Bird House and the Bradford Lewis 
House for children living at too great a distance to return home. 
Unfortunately, the plans failed to receive genuine support from 
the parents and it was decided to meet the situation in the best 
possible manner individually. Several of the parents allowed 
their children to return home daily for these rest periods, and 
were interested sufficiently to take in other children, living one 
and two miles from the school, arranging for their lunches and 
supervising their rests along with the children of their own family. 
The afternoon rest periods were looked after in the homes at the 
close of the school day. 


Inet Records. 


Hach week the older children were requested to bring a two 
day list of all the food taken. 


For this list, the children were provided, by the schools, with 
a Record Book of Measured Feeding, as used in all the clinics. 
These lists were checked up weekly on the weighing day and sug- 
gestions made to correct any serious error of diet, also to encour- 
age the use of cereals and milk. Otherwise interference with 
the home table was avoided so far as possible. Up to the time 
of warm weather in the spring, the children were served with 
hot cocoa, at all the schools, for 2 pennies -a cup. This added 
considerably to the otherwise cold luncheon of sandwiches generally 


¢ 
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brought by the children. Several parents were sufficiently in- 
terested to arrange for milk at recess and for the meal at noon- 
time. 


Home Visits. 


Home visits were made when possible with the definite object 
of knowing the parents,“ obtaining their co-operation in the work 
of getting the children to gain, and of finding causes in the child’s 
home life that prevented gain. 


School Conferences. 


Fifty conferences were held at the schools for parents. At 
these special meetings the essential ideas of health: were discussed, 


as, the necessity of the full co-operation of the parents; the child 


ae 


being made well in his own home; the change in food habits and 
health habits and home organization as being along the lines of 
least resistance; the forenoon and afternoon lunches and rest periods 
as being necessary until the child reaches his normal weight; 
the school and other activities limited to prevent over-fatigue; 
the defects interfering with nutrition removed without delay in 
order that the child may -be made free to gain. Also the essentials 
of health were carefully considered and explained as the removal 
of physical causes of malnutrition; prevention of fatigue; proper 
food at proper intervals, the best possible ventilation day and night 
in the homes; the establishment of sufficient home control to 
insure good food habits and good health habits. 


Visits of the Parents to Schools. 


From the first of January up to the close of schools in June, 
there had been made 130 first visits 
200 re-visits 
330 total visits by parents. 


The significance of this fact explains clearly the splendid in- 
terest and co-operation given by the mothers of children, in stand- 
ing behind every effort of the School Board in its development 
of this particular branch of Health Work in the publie schools. 


In conclusion: 


Even with the unfortunate conditions that surrounded the 
work during the first winter 99 showed improvement and several 
went over “the top” of their normal weight line. This is a most 
significant record when it is remembered that of these children 
enrolled in the clinics 100 were suffering from physical defects. 
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With the irradication of these defects, the improvement would 
have been even more pronounced. The work is well under way. 
With the preliminary work out of the way, with the full co-opera- 
tion of all the citizens of the town, the School Board, teaching 
staff, attending physicians and nurses, the work for the com- 
ing year should be successful beyond our expectations. ~~~

REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 


New Bird School 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Joint Building Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year ending December 31, 1920. 


The building is substantially complete. On November 15th 
the transfer of classes from the old buildings began and one day 
later all of the 385 children and 18 teachers were at work in the 
new building. The dedicatory exercises were held on Thurdsay 
evening, December 16th. The key to the building was formally 
transferred from the architect, Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis, to the 
Secretary of the Building Committee, Mr. W. E. Hale, to the 
Chairman of the Selectmen, Mr. T. E. Delaney, to the Chair- 
man of the School Committee, Mr. P. R. Allen. Mr. Charles Sum- 
new Bird and Dr. Payson Smith made eloquent addresses. 


Unfortunately the shortage of labor, poor transportation, and 
bad weather had delayed the completion of the building. This 
was no worse than in the case of buildings elsewhere. 


The work has been done at a cost of about 27144 cents per cubic 
foot. This was a very low figure for a building completed at 
this date. For example, two buildings of about the same size 
in Framingham, which are now nearing completion, cost about 
36 cents per cubic foot, of 30% more than the Bird School. 


In spite of the economical cost of actual construction the over- 
head expense has increased because of the delay in the completion 
of the building. The committee is, therefore, having some diffi- 
culty in completing its work within the present appropriation.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith present their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1920. 


As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concern- 
ing the plant. 


No extensions of street mains have been made, and only 10 ser- 
vice connections have been made. We have repaired 4 leaks in 
the street mains, and 2 on hydrant branches, and 4 on service pipes. 


The plant is in first class condition, and the machinery has been 
running every day in the year. The electric power pump has 
done all the work, with the exception of 6 days, when it was down 
for repairs, and the steam pump run in its place. 


The addition to the plant begun in 1918 is practically com- 
pleted and, for the past year, the entire supply has been taken 
from the new system of wells, while the old wells have been lying 
idle, in order that the water might get back to its normal con- 
dition. | 

With the exception of one piece of preperty, all land taken for 
the new supply, has been settled for; in the case of this one par- 
cel, we have been unable to clear up the title, as we found the 
principal claimant had but a life interest in about one third of 
the property, while there were fourteen other heirs who claimed 
an interest in the estate. Lately some of the heirs have brought 
suit, and we are in hopes that the courts will decide who is or are 
entitled to the award.
